MOVE over Shoreditch, 
Fish Island in Bow is set to 
become London’s next big 
creative centre. 

The Barbican is setting up a 
satellite centre with workspace 
specialist The Trampery to help 
kickstart the careers of a new 
generation of artists who work 
with new technologies. 

They have joined forces to 
create Fish Island Labs, which 
will open in a Victorian ware- 
house by the River Lea next 
week, and will be used by a 
community of about 50 people. 

They will develop cutting- 
edge new work over a period of 
ten months, from sculpture, 
installations and physical 
performance to coding, film 
editing and digital art. 

A number of bursaries will be 
available to encourage people 
from a wide range of back- 
grounds to get involved, and 15 
of the places will be prioritised 
for people living or working in 
Hackney Wick or Fish Island. 

Support, such as one-to-one 
mentoring from established 
figures in the arts and business 
world, will be made available to

programme. 

Sean Gregory, director of cre- 
ative learning at the Barbican, 
said: “Fish Island Labs continues 
the Barbicans commitment to 
investing in the next generation 
of creative artists, as well as in 
our long history of program- 
ming work in our centre's neigh- 
bouring east London boroughs.” 

The Trampery creates space 
for innovation and entrepre- 
neurship and set up the first 
shared workspace in Shoreditch 
for web and software startups 


in 2009. Founder and director 
Charles Armstrong said: “As 
digital technology opens the 
door to creative possibilities 
across an ever- widening spec- 
trum of disciplines, we have a 
fascinating opportunity to bring 
people together from different 
backgrounds and practices and 
see what they create together. 

“Over the next year we're 
setting out to discover the 
brightest new talents, regardless 
of background, and help them 
develop their projects.”

A haven from city bustle

AN unusual domed chapel 
at Oueen Mary, Universi- 
ty of London in Mile End 
has been recognised as 
an important East End 
landmark, receiving a 
grade II listing from 
English Heritage. 

Described as “a distinctive 
contribution to the streetscape”, 
the St Benet's Chaplaincy build- 
ing on Mile End Road is used by 
university staff and students for 
social events, quiet study and 
interdenominational services 
of worship. 

OMUL chaplain, the Rev Jen- 
ny Petersen, said: “I'm delight- 
ed that English Heritage has 
recognised the significance of 
our beautiful chapel. 

“That grey, quirky exterior 
barely does justice to the trea- 
sure within. Were surrounded 
by noise and traffic - the Under- 
ground even rumbles beneath 
us - but the chapel somehow 
remains a peace-filled, quiet 
haven for anyone who wants to 
pray or be still." 

Owned by the Church of Eng- 


land, the chapel was designed 
by university architect Edward 
Playne (1907-1997) and built 
in 1961. 

The dome was designed to 
imply a place of worship 
without the symbolism of any 
particular faith group or denom- 
ination, and reflects the chapel's 
inclusive outlook of a universi- 
ty place of worship. 

It occupies part of the site of 


the Victorian St Benet's Church 
and Mission Hall, which was 
built in 1872 but heavily dam- 
aged by World War II bombs 
in 1940. 

The chapel's 1964 mural, 
The Apocalypse of St John by 
Polish-born artist Adam Kos- 
sowski, is noted as “the princi- 
ple claim to interest in St Benet's" 
by English Heritage. It is wide- 
ly regarded as Kossowski's 


crowning achievement. 

Painting the design himself, 
Kossowski revived an ancient 
technique called sgraffito, which 
involves scraping off a light- 
coloured surface layer to re- 
veal the dark background figures 
in outline. 

St Benet's is open gam-spm, 
Monday to Friday during term- 
time.

Commission is Protocol in place 

reviewing delays

A HIGH turnout, increased 
security around the voting 
system and the closeness 
of some results all helped 
to explain the delay in 
counting votes in the 
borough’s three elections 
last month. 

The Electoral Commission 
is reviewing the council's 
arrangements following some 
criticism of the delays. 

However a council 
spokesman said a combination 
of several factors meant the 
last of the council results 
was not announced until last 
Tuesday May 27, five days after 


the poll on May 22. They 
included: 

■ a high turnout of almost 50 
per cent 

■ a much higher than average 
number of split (cross-party) 
votes resulting in increased 
counting time 

■ a high number of adjudica- 
tions requested by candidates 
and agents on individual ballot 
papers 

■ recounts for six of the 19 
wards where council elections 
were held 

■ close results in many wards 
that had to be double checked 

■ increased security for the 
counting process. 

The mayoral election in 


Tower Hamlets was also the 
only one in London to go to 
second preference votes, which 
meant extra counting time was 
requried. 

John Williams, the borough's 
returning officer, said: 
“I welcome the review as an 
opportunity to examine 
arrangements for the election 
count. 

“While the count took longer 
than expected, the primary 
objective was to ensure that the 
result was not only fair and 
accurate but was seen to be so 
by all the parties concerned 
and most importantly by the 
residents and stakeholders of 
Tower Hamlets." 


DESPITE setting up a dedicat- 
ed email for people to report 
any allegations of voter in- 
timidation, the council re- 
ceived few complaints until 
reports in the media several 
days after election day. 

As East End Life went to 
press, around 20 allegations 
had been made and were be- 
ing investigated. Earlier this 
year the council worked with 
the police and the Electoral 
Commission to put in place a 
new Local Protocol to rebuild 
trust in elections. The package 
of measures was the strongest 
in London and among the 
most stringent in the country. 

Under election rules, politi- 
cal campaigners are allowed to 
stand outside polling stations 
wearing rosettes and hand 
out literature but as part of the 
protocol, political parties 
agreed to limit the number of 


supporters. Evidence suggests 
this was generally complied 
with on May 22. 

Police were present at every 
polling station. The returning 
officer, John Williams, and 
representatives from the Elec- 
toral Commission visited 
polling stations on the day and 
said they had no concerns. 

Mr Williams said: “If there 
are any allegations of intimi- 
dation we would like to hear 
about them so the council and 
the police can investigate.” 

There was also one report on 
polling day of unauthorised 
literature in a polling booth. 
The council and Electoral Com- 
mission are satisfied this in- 
cident was dealt with swiftly. 

All poll staff are highly 
trained and vigilant about 
unauthorised literature, and 
regularly checked the booths 
as part of their role.

The cars, which sport the 
same red livery as the trauma 
team charity's helicopter, oper- 
ate at night, in adverse weath- 
er conditions or as back-up in 
major incidents. 

The new high-performance 
and low-emission vehicles are 
fast, robust and are fitted with 
additional safety features for 
emergency blue-light driving. 

Graham Hodgkin, chief exec- 
utive officer, said: “London's Air 
Ambulance operates 24/7, 
delivering an advanced trauma 


doctor and paramedic to serious- 
ly injured patients. 

“While the helicopter is the 
most efficient way of delivering 
this care within minutes, our 
rapid response cars are also an 
important part of London's emer- 
gency infrastructure. They pro- 
vide continuity of service through 
delivering the same team, with 
the same equipment, who can 
perform the same life-saving 
procedures on scene.''

Demo against GP funds threat

A DEMONSTRATION 
against planned changes 
to NHS funding, which 
has directly threatened a 
handful of GP surgeries in 
the borough with closure, 
is being held this Thursday, 
June 5. 

The Minimum Practice 
Income Guarantee was intro- 
duced to ensure practices in de- 


prived areas like Tower Hamlets, 
with a high turnover of 
patients, were funded 
adequately to deliver high qual- 
ity General Practice services. 

But campaigners say gov- 
ernment plans to phase out 
the guarantee in the next 
seven years mean more weight 
will be given to age rather than 
deprivation. 

They say that Tower Hamlets 
is one of the most deprived 


areas with a bigger proportion 
of young people and will lose 
out to more affluent areas 
which have a higher proportion 
of elderly people, even though 
deprivation is one of the major 
factors of long-term serious ill- 
nesses at a much younger age. 

Poplar & Limehouse MP Jim 
Fitzpatrick took part in a debate 
last month, calling for a U-turn 
on the government's plans to 
change GP funding. 


“Thousands are at risk of los- 
ing their local surgery if these 
reforms go through,'' he said. 

Mr Fitzpatrick questioned 
why the government wanted to 
take money from one of the 
most deprived boroughs in the 
country “without justification 
and transparency”. 

Protesters start from St Katha- 
rine's GP practice in Thomas 
More Street, Wapping at 2.30pm. 

En route, they will stop at oth- 


er practices including City Well- 
being in Whitechapel, Albion in 
Stepney, Jubilee Street practice 
in Limehouse, Chrisp Street in 
Poplar and St Andrews, Bow fin- 
ishing the procession with a ral- 
ly at Kingsley Hall, Powis Road, 
Bromley-by-Bow at about 6pm.

A SURGEON at the Royal London Hospital has become the first in the UK to broadcast a live 
surgical procedure on the internet using a pair of Google Glass eyewear. 

On May 22, the operation - to remove cancerous tissue from the liver and bowel of a 78- 
year-old man - was watched live by 13,000 surgical students around the world from 115 
countries on a computer or mobile phone. They also had the opportunity to put their 
questions directly to the surgeon - colorectal cancer lead at Barts Health NHS Trust and 
associate dean at Queen Mary, University of London, Barts and the London School of 
Medicine and Dentistry, Shafi Ahmed (pictured left, wearing his Google Glass). 

The students typed their questions online as they watched the procedure. Their queries 
then appeared to the side of the Google Glass worn by the surgeon, who answered them 
verbally, transmitted via the online feed.

It's poppy time 


News from Friends 
of Tower Hamlets 
Cemetery Park 

JUNE is the month of pop- 
pies. Not the only month, 
but the most prolific. It’s 
when wild red poppies 
come into peak flowering. 
Nowadays they’re not as 
common as they once 
were, but you may en- 
counter them anywhere. 

Poppies have grown in corn- 
fields since the earliest days of 
agriculture in Sumeria. Only in 
modern times, with the devel- 
opment of weed killers that 
don't kill grain crops but do kill 
most of the other plants that 
grow with them, have poppies 
become an uncommon sight in 
cornfields. When you do see a 
field of poppies, it'll be on an or- 
ganic farm. 

The famous 'Flanders Poppies' 
which covered World War I bat- 
tlefields on farmland in 1919, 
came from the plants that had 
grown with the com and whose 
seeds had been worked into the 
mud, and been able to grow and 
flower when battle finally 
ceased. 

In 1920, battlefields that had 
not gone back to agriculture 
would have had far fewer pop- 
pies. This is because poppies are 
not good at competing with the 
longer lived plants, such as 
grasses, which would have cov- 
ered the ground by then. This 
is why, to grow poppies, you 
need to create bare ground for 
them. If you scatter them in 
grassy places, very few will 
grow. Poppy seeds are best 
sown in autumn, but can also 
be sown in winter and up to ear- 
ly May. Sown later, most won't 
germinate until September and 
flower the next year. 

The common red wild poppy 
is an annual, dying after it has 
flowered, with each flower last- 
ing only a day before the petals 
fall. But it's not the only poppy 
- some are perennials, coming 
back every year, with flowers 
lasting a few days. One of those 
is the oriental poppy with huge 
red flowers, grown in gardens. 
Another is the Welsh poppy, 
with yellow or orange flowers 



and June. It's both a wild and a 
garden flower. For many years, 
yellow Welsh poppies (pictured 
above) have hung on in a patch 
of council green space in Peli- 
can Place, Cambridge Heath 
Road - one plant still survives, 
protected from weeding by cot- 
ton lavender bushes. 

A few years ago I was admir- 
ing them, when a lady came by 
and told me her family had 
sown the original seeds. The 
family had taken seeds from 
their Welsh garden when they 
moved to Glasgow. When the 
family later came to Bethnal 
Green, they brought seed from 
Glasgow. 

You'll see poppies in the 
Cemetery Park, especially 
around Scrapyard Meadow 
(along Cantrell Road). They'll still 
be flowering during our Sum- 
mer Fair, on Saturday, June 28, 
11am to 4pm. That day we'll have 
a huge range of attractions 
from woodland crafts to local 
history stalls, face painting, a 
tea and cake stall, and classic 
hearses on display. 

If you'd like to have a stall, or 
help us run the day, please get 
in touch. 

As usual there are other op- 
portunities to enjoy and learn 
about the park, and to meet 
Friends of Cemeteiy Park. At 7pm 
on Thursday, June 5, all are wel- 
come to the Friends' monthly 
meeting. On Sunday, June 8, 
from 2-4pm, you can help our 
history group record graves , and 
find out about the people buried 
in them. The group is currently 
particularly interested in graves 
connected with World War I. On 
Sunday, June 15 at 2pm, there'll 
be a nature walk, and on Satur- 
day, June 21 at 10.30am there's 
Bow Beasties, our nature club for 
children and families, when 
we'll be going on bug safari.

IT was the Great War, the war to end 
all wars. 

But on the eastern fringes of the East End 
of London, the greatest conflict the world 
had known was setting off another battle... 
between old and new, between the rural 
and the urban, and between arming our 
boys abroad and feeding the people at 
home. 

The Lea Valley has an extraordinary 
history. This little corner of London was the 
crucible for some of the most important 
technologies the 20th century would see. 

Here was developed the electric diode, 
which would usher in modern radio and 
electronics, and eventually the internet. This 
too was the home of Britain's greatest arms 
manufacturers - new and deadlier high 
explosives were developed here, as well as 
precision firearms. 

But it was a very low-tech Lea Valley in- 
dustry that was one of the most important. 

For in the early years of the 20th centu- 
ry, the banks of the River Lea were home 
to nurseries providing a large part of Lon- 
don's food, especially salad crops, fruit 
and potatoes. 

The minutes of the Lea Valley Growers 
Association in 1915, just a few months 
after the outbreak of war, identified a 
growing problem. 

The growers recorded that a Mr Larsen 
had been appointed to “see Colonel Fish- 
er on the subject of curtailing the amount 
of local labour attracted to the powder fac- 
tories to the detriment of the nursery in- 
dustry''. 

Colonel RT Fisher was the superintendent 
of the Royal Gunpowder Mills, which had 
been in government control since 1787. What 
had been an important, though small, 
part of the economy during the Napoleon- 
ic and Crimean Wars, Boxer Rebellion and 
Boer Wars and the rest, became a huge un- 
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Three Mills, Bromley-by-Bow, where

dertaking with the war in Europe. To get 
a sense of the scale of arms needed, a British 
Army of some 79,000 men in 1800 rose to 
nearly four million during the Great War. 

So there was little chance that Colonel 
Fisher would heed the cry to stop recruit- 
ing the farmers of the Lea Valley, and lit- 
tle chance the farmers would want to pass 
up the better wages on offer at the Mills. 

And so the war “that would be over by 
Christmas'' dragged on and would do so for 
nearly another five years, with enormous 
cost in human life and destruction. As ever, 
there were winners as well as losers, and 
the armaments companies were doing ter- 
rific business. 

The growers tried a different tack, and 
at the October 1916 AGM, the secretary re- 
ported that, through correspondence with 
various government departments, they had 
been able to get “skilled workers in the fruit 
growing section of the nursery industry 
classed as members of a reserved occupa- 
tion''. Just as crucial as coal miners or mu- 
nitions workers to the war effort, in other 
words. 

They might not stop the arms makers 
pinching their workers, but they could at 
least allow a man receiving his call-up pa- 
pers to stay in the Lea Valley nurseries. 

Increasingly, of course, the jobs in the nurs- 
eries and the munitions factories were 
taken by women, though never at the same 
pay as the men they had replaced (or 
worked alongside). 

But the Lea Valley, by now a productive 
mix of farmland and industry and tech- 
nology, couldn't escape the war. It in- 
creasingly became a target for the first Blitz, 
in an attempt to destroy British food and 
supplies, but mainly to weaken morale. 

On the night of October 2,1916, one of Ger- 
many's new super airships, the Zeppelin L31, 
weaved its unhurried way from the coast 
at Lowestoft down through the Lea, re- 
leasing its payload of explosive - 340 
houses were damaged and six-and-a-half 
acres of greenhouses were destroyed. 

It was a double whammy for the Lea, be- 
ing targeted just as its output was need- 
ed. For the real threat to the home front was 
increasingly coming from the torpedoing 
of British merchant shipping out in the 
Channel and Atlantic. 

Rationing came in (sugar was the first 
foodstuff to be limited, as late as January 
1918) and the Lea Valley Growers solemn-

ly discussed the logistics of potato culture 
under glass. 

The growers had received notices from 
the government, demanding that “all land 
laid down to grass since 1872'' should be 
ploughed up and sown with corn for the 
1918 harvest. Little matter that the Lea Val- 
ley, with its small parcels of land, was un- 
suited to corn production - in any event, 
peace would arrive that autumn. 

And if the war itself tested the Lea 
Valley to the full, the years preceding it had 
been equally important for the new 
technologies being developed there. 

It's easy to see WWI as a terrible surprise, 
everything changed in an instant with that 
gunshot in Sarajevo, but in truth many had 
been expecting a conflict for years. 

By far the most popular novel of the pre- 
war years was The Riddle of the Sands, by 
Erskine Childers. This proto-39 Steps, awash 
with German spies, secret invasion plans 
and miserable British unpreparedness for 
war, was simply one of a whole genre. 

Spy panics popped up in the popular press 
too. Underpinning it all was the feeling that 
conflict was coming and the British were 
simply too complacent to arm themselves. 

Preparation was going on in the Lea Val- 
ley though. In 1896, Marconi had arrived in 
Britain with his invention of the wireless. 

And in 1904. on the Lea, Sir Ambrose Flem- 
ing invented the world's first diode valve, 
which ushered in modern radios. 

Radio would be crucial in the First World 
War, with one British general saying he pre- 
ferred airships to the new-fangled aero- 
planes as the foimer (though slow) had radio 
aboard so could be communicated with and 
directed in action. 

Pity the poor pilot who had to tap out 


Morse code messages while steering his 
plane and dodging enemy fire. 

The thermionic valve allowed more 
sensitive wirelesses and eased two- 
way communication, though even by 
the war's end, the infant Royal Flying 
Corps hadn't overcome the problem of 
hearing radio messages over the thunder 
of aircraft engines. 

Back on the ground, it was becoming in- 
creasingly hard to produce the quantities 
of high explosive needed. 

The answer would be found at Three Mills, 
since the 11th century a miller of grain, but 
now pressed into service to produce ace- 
tone. This solvent was key in the manu- 
facture of cordite, a smokeless explosive. 

Winston Churchill, then First Lord of the 
Admiralty, interviewed Chaim Weizman 
(later the first president of Israel, but then 
in his first career as a biochemist) and de- 
manded: “We need 30,000 tons... can you 
make it?'' 

Weizman could, and the Nicholson gin 
distillery at Clock Mill in Bromley-by-Bow 
became an 'acetone mill'. It's interesting to 
wonder if Israel would have happened as 
it did had Weizman not made such a con- 
tribution to the British war effort. 

Lloyd George told the scientist that 
“I should like to ask the Prime Minister 
to recommend you to His Majesty for 
some honour''. 

Weizman replied that the only thing he 
desired was a homeland for his people, and 
Lloyd George recalls in his memoirs that this 
“was the...origin of the famous declaration 
about the national home for Jews in Pales- 
tine”. Israel in other words.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day.

THE high-octane world of 
powerboat racing comes 
to St Katharine Docks 
this week when the 
Venture Cup sets up its 
pre-race village. 

The origins of the race date 
back 40 years to when John Chit- 
ty and his wife Hillary organ- 
ised and competed in a boat race 
from London to Monte Carlo. 

Despite being told by experts 
that the competitors had no 
chance of reaching France 
let alone the Mediterranean, 
Chitty went ahead.

Eating out, eating in 


Standing room only at 
popular Poplar haunt

The Poplar Cafe serves hearty food at bargain basement prices 


AFTER some late night 
and early morning 
working in recent days, we 
felt like a sturdy breakfast 
to keep ourselves going 
last Saturday. 

And where better to go than 
the greasy spoon in Poplar High 
Street, a bastion of fry-ups and 
more, noted for its huge helpings. 

But we went for something 
a bit more breakfast-like at 
10am. 

The place was packed with 
fellow grafters - most of them 
looked as though they'd come 
straight off local construction 
sites and were tucking into 
plates of chips, beans and 
sausages. 

The healthy eater among us 
went for porridge and was 
served a huge polystyrene take- 
away carton full of goodness 
which she tucked in to with 
great gusto back at the office, 
declaring a bowl of oats had 
never tasted so good, especial- 
ly with the added honey we 
happened to have in the tea-club 
cupboard. 

Even the Marmite on toast 


round was voted the best ever, 
although it's widely agreed in 
the office that there is the 
perfect way of spreading the 
much loved/hated British staple 
- Poplar Cafe it seems on this oc- 
casion got it just right. 

I went for the bacon butty, 
another choice that can be 
prepared well or badly especially 
when, like me, you ask for 
mayonnaise instead of butter. 


But two rashers of not-too 
crispy bacon fitted the bill in 
between slices of brown bread 
although they were slightly 
over-generous with the mayo. 
It's hard to complain for £2.20 
though. 

Had we gone for the full set 
breakfasts we could have eat- 
en a plateful for between £4.70 
and £6.90 with the latter listing 
two eggs, two bacon, two 


sausages, beans, mushrooms, 
hash brown plus toast and tea 
or coffee. But that was too much 
at such an early hour. 

Breakfast is served all day and 
there are plenty of choices on 
the menu including lasagne, 
roast dinners and spaghetti 
Bolognese. Well worth a visit - 
if you can get a seat!

Super spaghetti 

THIS tasty pasta recipe 
is delicious and 
quick to make. 

It is supplied by 
Cafe Relax, which 
runs a restaurant in 
Weavers Field, Bethnal 
Green. 

The cafe serves up a de- 
licious selection of meals 1 
well as cakes and light sn; 

Spaghetti Puttanesca - serves 6 

Ingredients 50g sun-ripened tomatoes in 

400g spaghetti oil, finely chopped 

400g passata 3 bird’s eye chillies, finely 

400g cherry tomatoes, halved chopped 
6 garlic cloves, finely chopped Grated Parmesan cheese 
1 tin of anchovies in olive oil Handful of basil leaves 
( 5 °g) Pinch of salt 

8og whole olives 1 tsp of oregano 



Method 

1. Place the spaghetti into a pan 
of boiling water (add salt and a 
drop of oil) and cook as per the 
package instructions. 

2. Meanwhile, put a large non- 
stick pan on a medium heat and 
drain the oil from anchovies. Put 
2tbsp of the oil from sun-ripened 
tomatoes into the pan. Add the 
finely chopped garlic, chillies and 
anchovies and fry for 2mins. 

3. De-stone the olives by squeez- 
ing them between your thumb 
and forefinger. Place the olives 
and cherry tomatoes into the 


pan and cook for a further 
3 mins. 

4. Add the passata, salt and tsp 
of oregano, cover the pan and 
cook until the passata has re- 
duced down. 

5. Remove the spaghetti from 
the pan when done and drain 
the water (keeping about 1/2 cup 
of the pasta water). Pour the 
spaghetti into the sauce, adding 
the 1/2 cup of water and the 
handful of basil leaves. 

6. Serve with a sprinkling of 
Parmesan cheese.
